—Rightists 
and leftists fought niore than 20 
battles in Beirut and the central 
mountains today in a further 
escalation of fighting that follow 
ed the collapse of another Arab 
peace mission. 

Nearly 600 persons were killed 
and 1,100 wounded in 24 hours, 
hospital and militia sources said— 
the highest daily casualty toll of 
the 15-month-long civil war, 

Libyan Premier Abdel Salam 
Jalloud ended a weeklong effort 
to patch up another truce and 
left here for Damascus today. He 
departed less than 24 hours after 
Arab League Secretary-General 
Mahmoud Riad returned to Cairo 
following rejection by both right- 
ists and leftists of his efforts to 
convene peace talks. 

Christian rightists pressed their 
Siege of the Palestinian refugee 
camp of Tal Zaatar in southeast- 
erm Beirut and shelling duels and 
gunbattles continued In the shat- 
tered commercial district and the 
eastern suburbs of the capital 

But the heaviest clashes were 
reported in the mountains to the 
north, where both sides claimed 
victories in battles for control of 
more than 20 towns and villages. 

A rightist military communiqué 
said Christian forces captured 16 
northern towns, including the 
coastal resort of Chekka, about 
40 miles northeast of Beirut, and 
the leftist stronghold of Anioun, 
9 miles inlend from Chekka

It was felt already at that stage 
that L:racl might well act if the 
Plune were to land within the 
reach of the Israeli Army, The 
meeting broke up in the early 
hours of the morring when it 
became known that the Air 
France Airbus had Janded in En- 
tebbe. 

Tne next day, Monday, was a 
duy of nervous waiting and inde- 
cision, On Tuesday, the chief of 
starf, together with the comman- 
der of the Israeli At Porce, MaJ. 
Gen. Benjamin Peled, were told 
to report to the team of israeli 
government ministers handling 
the hijack affair. In response 
to questions of the ministers, the 
generals said that 2 mititary op- 
tien for the rescue of the hostages 
was feasible. They were told to 
start planning in case this mili- 
tary optian would be chosen. That 
night, the generals’ staff appoint- 
ed several planning teams whose 
instructions were clearly not to 
depend on any outside factors. 

Several Operation Plans 

On Wednesday. Gen. Gur said, 
he was shown several alternate 
operation plans, eath one of 
them having a number of weak 
points, The most difficult prob- 
lem was how to avoid a large 
number of hostages; being hurt 
before the rescuers could reach 
them. Another basie difficulty was 
intelligence. First for ex- 
a|mple, indicated that between 


500 ang 1.000 Ugandan soldiers 
were at the airport. a number 
wich would make any such oper- 
ation kazardous in the extreme. 

The picture began to clear on 
Trursdes morning, Gen. Gur 
said. Oz that day. the first draft 
pion was presented. It included 
severai details which he consider- 
cd qwestionabie and. therefore 
ther were eliminated. Ai that 
time, Gen. Gur reveeled. he met 
with the crews of the four planes 
and participated in 2 dry run of 
ὑπὸ hours, during which some ΟΣ 
the unconrentional landing tech- 
riques were practiced. He also 
™met with the chief of operations, 
Maj. Gen. Yekutiel Adam, who 
was in charge of the planning, 
and with Bris. Gen. Dan Shom- 
von, chief infantry and para- 
troop officer. 

‘Quiet Confidence" 


“It was the tone of voice of 
these officers in spelling out their 
plans and especially the quiet 
confidence of the commander of 
the air force, that convinced me 
thas we had a plan that could 
be carried out,” Gen. Gur said. 

On Thursday. the day on which 
Israel announced its willingness 
w negotiate for the release of 
imprisoned terrorists in exchange 
for the hostages, the task force 
was put together. 

Gen. Gur said that this task 
force was composed of several 
branches of the Israeli Army. in- 
cluding paratroopers, infantry. 
air force, communications and 
maintenance units and medical 
personnel. He revealed for the 
first time that 33 doctors were 
mobilized for the operation. 
“Some of our most qualified 
medical personnel were called in 
to cope with the worst eventuali- 
ties," he said. As it turned out, 
the number was far in excess of 
what was needed. 

On Friday night, the land 
forces Involved went through a 
trial run of their part in the 
operation. 

On Saturday morning. Gen. 
Gur was able to tell the ministe- 
rial task force, “Tbis time. 1 
present you a plan ready for im- 
plementation.” He disclosed that. 
even before final approval, sev- 
eral of the aniis moved" into 
jump-off position bot could have 
been recalled if necessary. With 
a smile, Gen. Gur recalled that 
some of the commanders could 
not believe {+ when they were 
given the green light. 

The most difficult hurdle. the 
general noted, was to Jand the 
first plane safely. In order to 
achieve this, a method was dovel- 
oped, whose details he did not 
disclose. It worked perfectly and, 
within seconds after the lead 
plane landed. the soldiers it car- 
Tied were out of it. This was 
the assault force that was to 


fate Lt. Col. Jonathan Netanyahu, 
was challenged by twa Ugandan 
soldiers who were fired upon. The 
force reached the fully Ut termin- 
al building without further inter- 


ference, achieving complele sur- 
prise. 

Tt took 45 seconds for the as- 
Sault force to eliminate the four 
terrorists who were standing 
guard over the main hall of the 
terminal building, Gen. Gur said. 
According to the plan, the force 
was to invade the structure from 
all its entrances simultancously. 
Two of the terrorists, probablr 
the Germans, were killed instaa- 
taneously in an exchange of fire 
at the main entrance. Two others 
were inside with the hostages. 
‘They were hit in a short exchange 
of fire when the casualties among 
the hostages also occurred. 

Doctors Brought In 

Two additional terrorists were 
hit while hiding in the toilets on 
the upper floor and a seventh was 
killed in an exchange of fire in 
the northern wing of the same 
buliding. Ten doctors were then 
brought by vehicle to take care 
of the wounded. At this stage, 
fire from the control tower hit 
Col. Netanyahu near the main 
entrance of the building. 

While one unit was engaging 
the terrorists where the hostages 
were held, a second force gained 
control of the new terminal build- 
ing, thus taking over control of 
the air field. In this operation, 
an Israeli soldier, whom Gen. Gur 
calls “Hershko,” was seriously 
wounded, A third force engaged 
soldiers who were guarding the 
MiG fighters of the Ugandan Air 
Force, destroying up to 10 of the 
planes. 

With control of the airport 
firmly in Israeli hands, Gen. Gur 
explained the planes were readied 
for takeoff. It was then that the 
decision was made to land in Nai- 
robi, although alternative refuel- 
ing plans had also been made. 


French Pilots Protest 

PARIS, July 8 (UPI),—The 
French commercial airline pilots’ 
association today condemned the 
Israeli raid in Uganda to free 
hostages as an operation that 
could have led te a massacre of 
the passengers. 

In 8 communiqué, the associe- 
tion said that it was firmly 
opposed to the principle of arm- 
ed intervention in cases of air- 
plane bijacks. 

The statement said that, “In 
spite of the quality of means 
used [by the Israelis}, the success 
of the operation hung by a 
thread and a few grenades tossed 
by the hijackers might have turn- 
ed an operation, which was suc- 
cessful, into a massacre.” 

The association charged that 
hijacking was pogsible simply 
because airport authorities were 
not taking adequate measures 
to prevent hijackers from board- 
img airliners.

—The Defense Department is dis- 
eouraging Saudi Arabia from pur- 
chasing advanced fighter planes 
such as the F-14 or the F-15 on 
the grounds that they are too 
sophisticated for the Saudi Air

parently been accepted by the 
Saudi government. It was expect- 
ed that Saudi Arabia would 
place an order for 40 to 60 of one 
plane or the other this summer 
but now the manufacturers, who 
bad been pressing the sale, have 
been told that a decision has been 
put off until next year. 

In recent months, Saudi Arabla 
has expressed an interest in buy- 
ing the Air Force's F-15 Eagle, 
@ supersonic fighter built by Mc- 
Donnell Dougias, or the F-14 
Tomcat, another high-perfor- 
mance plane built by Grumman. 

Saudi pilots flew both planes 
earlier this year in demonstration 
flights arranged by the mannfac- 
turers, 

‘The two planes, designed to gain 
superiority over the latest Soviet 
craft, are the most advanced 
fighters in the Pentagon's inven- 
tory. They are also among the 
most expensive. The F-15 costs 
ot million and the F-34, $21 mil- 

Deputy Defense Secretary Wil- 
liam Clements jr. said in an in- 
terview that the Pentagon was 
advising Saudi Arabia that its 
air force was not ready to main- 
tain and fly such aircraft. 

The advice, according to Mr. 
Clements, is that the Saudis 
should build up their capability 


and experience around the less 
complex F-5 fighters, purchased 
from the United States. 

In the last three years, the 
Saudis have ordered 110 P-5s, a 
lightweight, somewhat less ex- 
pensive jet fighter that was de- 
veloped by Northrop Corp., with 
Defense Department assistance, 
for sale to less advanced nations, 
Only about half of the planes 
bare been delivered to Saudi 
Arabia, which is going through 
8 Northrop-directed program in 
training its pilots and ground 
crews. 

Restraint on Clients 

Mr. Clements cited the advice

Royal Couple, Fords Attend 
Dedication of Church Nave 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP).— 
President and Mrs. Ford knelt 
briefly with Britains Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip to- 
day in Washington National 
Cathedral during an hourlong 
céremony dedicating the main 
part of the church, 

The cathedral, the sixth Jargest 
in the world, was filled with of- 
ficials and visitors for the dedi- 
cation of its huge nave. The 
mave was di “for the 
reconciliation of the peoples of 
the earth.” 

The church, a gothic master- 
piece, has been under construc- 
tion since 1907 but has been used 
for years for worship and cul- 
tural events. Depending on the 
availability of funds, it may be 
completed by 1980. 

Neither the Fords nor the 
royal couple had an official part 
in the ceremony, led by Dean 
Prancis Sayre jr. 

During the benediction, the 
congregation prayed for God's 
blessing “upon all the peoples of 
the Commonwealth and upon 
Elizabeth, their Queen; and upon 
Gerald, our President, and all the 
peoples of the United States...” 
The Fords and .the royal couple 
knelt together briefly during the 
dedication ceremony.

Remember Quemoy and Matsu? 


The withdrawal of the final few U.S. 
military advisers from Quemoy and Matsu 
was reported the other day, with not a 
flicker of perceptible public response. It 
was in‘its way a telling measure of the dis- 
tance U.S. public opinion and U.S. policy 
have come. Only 16 years ago, the fate of 
Those tiny Nationalist-held islands off the 
coast of mainland China was eritical to the 
fate of the United States—or so it was madé 
brierly to.seem by at Jeast ane candidate in 
the heat of the 1960 presidential campaign. 
Candidate Nixon, declared that if the islands, 
then under mainland bombardment, were 
not stoutly defended by the United States, 
the free world’s unraveling was sure to fol- 
low. (Candidate Kemnedy answered that 
since the islands were not militarily vital to 
the defense of Formosa, as the Nationalist 
Chinese stronghold was then called, the 
islands could safely be let go.) 

Time, of course, mooted the question. 
Since the. islands were never attacked, their 
defense never became a real issue. The 
larger question—whether to defend marginal 
pieces of real estate in order to demonstrate 
U.S. -will—seems to ng to have heen pretty 
well answered in the negative, The United 
States will not make military efforts for 
purposes of places whose value in their own 
right is highly debatable. In 1960 the Com- 
munist “bloc” was widely perceived to be a 
monolith; on this point, Nixon and Kennedy 
had no disagreement, but now, almost every- 
one understands that the Sino-Soviet split 
has converted China from a military adver- 
aary into a imited political partner. The 
whole idea of 8 war with China is pre- 
posterous, 

The withdrawal of those advisers is part 


of ἃ general program by which the United 
States, in the Nixon-Chou meeting af 1972, 
undertook over time to disengage its forces 
from Taiwan, dissolve its defense treaty with 
the Nationalist government there, and open 
full diplomatic relations with Peking. The 
U.S. contingent on Talwan, which topped 
10,000 in the Vietnam period, is now at about 
2.000 and falling. But the defense treaty is 
still in farce, and the United States has only 
a, “liaison” mission in Peking. Serious people 
fear that, if Washington continues to drag 
out these steps through the current period 
while China's leadership is changing, then 
China may despair of its U.S. connection and 
turn back to a closer association with the 
Soviet Union in a way that might be damag- 
ing to U.S. interests. The recently acknowl- 
edged enfeeblement of Mao Tse-tung and 
the death this week of his old comrade of 
the “Long March,” Marshal Chu Teh, un- 
derline the fact that the leadership transi- 
tion has already begun, 

‘We share those apprehensions. The real 
problem is though, to ensure that effective 
if tacit arrangements for Taiwan's security 
remain in place even after formal diplomatic 
and defense ties with the island are ended. 
The United States can alter the nature of 


its relationship with Taiwan, but it cannot © 


abandon Taiwan: That would be an intol- 
erable demonstration of cynicism and un- 
reliability. As long as Mr. Ford faces a chal- 
lenge fram Ronald Reagan, no move toward 
a new relationship with Taiwan can reason- 
ably be expected. But a president unencum- 
hered by that sort of political burden would 
have no good reason not to consider the 
move on its diplomatic merits.

An Early Opponent of Nazis 


Bonn Planning State Funeral 
For Ex-President Heinemann 


BONN, July § (AP) — West Ger. 
man President Walter Scheel to- 
day ordered a state funeral for 
his predecessor, Gustav Heine- 
mann, who died yesterday of 2 
circulatory ailment. 

Mr, Heinemann, who was Τό, 
will be buried at Park Cemetery 
in the Ruhr industrial city of Es- 
sen. A date for the funeral has 
not been set. 

Mr, Scheel also ordered a 
memorial service, which is expect- 


- ed to be held in the West German 


parhament. 


A Social Democrat 

Mr. Heinemann served as head 
of state from 1989 to 1974 and was 
the first Social Democrat to serve 
es President since World War ΤΙ. 

He was elected President with a 
narrow 6-vote margin after three 
years a8 justice minister, 

He was an early opponent of 
the Nazis and a former mayor of 
Essen, the city where he studied 
and began practicing law. He re- 
tired after his five-year term a5 
President, refusing to run again 
because he felt that at 74 he was 


y too old, 


His anti-Nazi record helped him 
accomplish sensitive missions in 
neighboring countries with bitter 
memories of German occupation 


. between 1939 and 1945, 


He was welcomed as the first 
West German President to pay 
state visits to the Netherlands 
and Denmark in 1969, and to Nor- 
way in 1970, He went to Romania 
im 1971, the first West German 
head of state to visit a Soviet- 
bloc nation. 

Mr, Heinemann reduced proto- 
col and some of the myths sur- 
rounding his high office, earning 
him the title “the citizen’s pres- 
ident.”

for its patriarch and chosen a 
simple peasant priest to take over 
its fortunes under the country's 
new Socialist military regime. 

- The government announced yes- 
terday that the winner among 
five candidates—two monks, & 
priest and two bishops—was 58- 
year-old Malaku Wolde-Michael 
from the southern province of 
Sidamo. 

‘The new patriarch was elected 
to replace Patriarch Tewoflos, 
who was removed in February 
after bemg accused of misappro- 
priation of relief funds and 
illegal accumulation of millions 
of dollars. An interim bishop

Egypt Steps Up 
Aid to Sudanese 


CAIRO, July 8 (UPT).—Eeypt 
is extending military aid to the 
Sudan following last week's abor- 
tive coup attempt against the 
regime of President Gaafar Nu- 
meiri, Gen. Mohammed Abdel- 
Ghany Gamasy, the war min- 
ister, said today. 

Speaking at a graduation cere- 
‘mony at the Nasser Military 
Academy, Gen. Gamasy cited the 
Sudanese coup attempt and the 
Lebanese civil war as parts of “a 
design to weaken the Arab world.” 

“Egypt is making every effort 
to thwart this [design] whether 
in Lebanon or the Sudan,” he 
srid. “We are giving aid to the 
Sudan,” he added. “Part of this 
aid has been announced. It is 
not yet time to disclose the rest.”

state religion. 

For 1,500 years, the church 
here was under the Egyptian 
church and the “abuna,” or pa- 
triarch, was generally 2 foreigner 
appointed by the authorities in 
Alexandria. Not until 1949 did the 
Ethiopian Christians gain the 
richt to have their own patri- 
arch.

Swedish Unit Warns 
Of World Conflict 


STOCKHOLM, July 8 (UPI!.— 
A war in southern Africa could 
turn into an international con- 
flict betveen Hast and West but 
there is still tim? to negotiate re 
forms, the Stockholm Interna~ 
tional Peace Research Institute 
said today, concluding a three~ 
year study. 

The report said that the Weste 
em economic world has made 
huge investments in South Afri- 
ca which may be considered too 
valuable to hand over to black 

South Afmea also holds one 
third of the world’s uranium ree 
serves, the report noted. 

SIPRI, an independent re- 
eearch institute established in 
1966 and financed by the Swedish 
parliament, said: 

“The South African government 
emphasizes its position as the 
guardian of the Cape route and 
as a bastion of Western civiliza- 
tion against Communism. Chi- 
nese and Soviet engagement in 
Africa is cited as ‘proof’ of evil 
designs on the continent, It may 
Well be that Western economic 
interests, coupled with political 
rivalry, could internationalize the 
conflict to an alarming degree,” 
the report said. 

Major Arms 

Even without international 
help, South Africa is still capable 
of large-scale war, the repori said, 

“The SIPRI arms trade regis« 
ters show that over the period 
1960-75 South Africa alone im- 
ported nearly a much in the way 
of major arms—aircraft, missiles, 
armored fighting vehicles and 
warships—as the rest of sub-

SEC Postpones Move 


On ‘Pui’ Options Trade 


WASHINGTON. July 8 (NYT.

The commission released copies 
of a letter sent by chairman 
Roderick Hills to the heads of 
the exchanges that cited “a sub- 
stantial mumber of issues” that 
remain unresolved in a pilot 
program of trading in call op- 
tions begun in 1973. 

Among the more important of 
these, it, is believed. are inves- 
tigations by the Chicago Board 
Options Exchange and the Amer- 
ican Stock Exchange into trad- 
ing irregularities in calls. Both 
these exchanges issued siate- 
ments yesterday saying they 
were “disappointed” by the delay 
ia the decision on puts. 

The commission noted that 
trading in calls—options to pur- 
chase stock within a specified 
perlod and at a specified price— 
has grown faster than projected 
and stated: 

“Because of that growth, ihe 
unique nature of the trading 
vehicle and the uted to provide 
an opportunity for investors to 
become thoroughly acquainted 
with its characteristics, the ex- 
changes concerned and the coni- 
mission have grappled with 3 
large number of specific reguia- 
tory. survelllance and economic 
questions. While progress has 
been made, a substantial number 
of issues remain unresolved,” 

Put options, the opposite of 
calls. give a holder the right 
to sell stock under specified con~ 
ditions. 

Several target dates, the most 
recent being Aug. 17, have been 
advanced by the securities in- 
dustry as representing feasible 
times to introduce put trading.

Jenge to making the tight barrel,” the 
short, stocky cooper said. “They take 
about two and a half hours te make—be- 
ginning to end—whereas the slack barrels 
ean be made in about a half hour’s time.” 

To begin, White selected 18 staves and 
shaved the inside of each one on 2 special 
cooper’s horse. Next he lined up the 
curved staves within the master boop for 
this particular sized barrel. 

Then the circle of staves is set over ἃ 
small fire and the staves are wet with 
water-sopked burlap sacks and left to steam 
- over the fire for an hour or so. 
buckled ring of staves is put on 6, Windlass, 
ἃ taut rope on 8. framework with @ crank- 
ing wheel at one end. 

The rope on the windlass goes around 
the staves and with the cranking wheel 
the cooper draws the staves as close to- 
gether as possible. At this point the other 
hoops are dropped over the staves and the 
form begins to take its barrel-like shape. 

Each end of the barrel is beveled (the in- 
side cut on an angle) and grooved to hold 
the top and bottom pieces. . 

To make the heads (there is no true top 
or bottom for a wine barrel, the cooper 
explained) three’ er four short, wooden 
planks are rounded off to form a circle and 
then dropped onto the barrel Then the 
rushes are forced into the cracks in each

Journalist Stephen Knight, in a 
new book on the murders which 
brought terror to the East End 
in 1888, names the trio as Queen 
Victoria's physician Sir Willigm 
Gull, 2 coachman John Netley 
and the painter Walter Sickert. 

Knight says four of the mur- 
dered women were kilted to shut 
their mouths when they attempt- 
ed to blackmail the government.

He asserts that the scandal 
covered up was that Victoria's 
grandson, Albert, Duke of Cla- 
rence, had secretly married a 
shopgit! and artist's model named 
Annie Crook and fathered her 
child. 


Knight's book “Jack the Rip- 
_ per—The Final Solution” (George 

Harrap, £4.50) is the latest of 
many attempts to solve the mur- 
ders. 

Knight, however, says he is the 
first to examine Home Office and 
Scotland Yard files on the mur- 
ders, when they became available 
under « change of official policy 
on access to state papers. 

Pollowing clues in the files, 
Knight interviewed artist Joseph 
Sickert who said his painter 
father confessed part of the story 
to him before his death in 1942 
at the age of 85,
